President Neill does 
not face the task as faced by Speaker 
Russell because of the compactneéss_of 
the senate and hi hé has made 
more progress in ittee as- 
signments. It was in reliable 
circles that five ae ay have been se- 
lected for five of the most important 
committees. 

Myrick Is Favored. 

The powerful post of vice chairman 
of the rules committee unquestionably 
will be tendered Senator Shelby My- 
rick, of Chatham, announcement to 
this effect being made at the senate 
session Wednesday. The veteran leg- 
islater George W. Lankford, of 
Toombs county, will head the senate 
committee on finance. Senator Charles 
D. Redwine, of Fayette, will serve as 
chairman of the equally powerful com- 
mittee on appropriations, while Sen- 
ator Broadus Zellers, of Hart, will 
be named as chairman of the commit- 
tee on education.

The jury in its verdict amageay held 
that the property was valued at what 
the board of arbitration fixed it but 
that the Bell brothers also suffered 
a consequential damage of 415.000. 
This award plus the amount fixed by 
the board of arbitration am? the re- 
placements already made will make 
the condemnation of the Bell property 
cost the city a total of $56,800. 

The jury in Judge Thomas’ court 
began hearing evidénce and testimony 
in the trial of the appeal ten days 
ago, James L. Mayson. city counselor, 
assisted Mr. Winn in the defense, 
while the plaintiff was represented by 
Sam D. Hewlett, acting for James L.

“The verdict is entirely satisfactor 
to the plaintiffs,” Mr. Hewlett sai 
“It really gives to the Bell brothers 
an amount ap imate to that which 
they lost in the transaction.”

Senator Harris 
Hits Farm Bill 
As Disappointing

United States Senator William J. 
Harris returned to Atlanta Wednes- 
day from Washington, ‘congress hav- 
ing recessed until August’ 19 so that 
the tariff committee may work on the 
tariff bill. Senator Walter F. George 
is a member of the tariff committee 
and remained in Washington, Senator 
Harris said. 

Senator Harris will make a num- 
ber of speeches in Georgia during the 


recess, beginning Monday at Conyers. 
He is afraid that the farm relief bill 
passed by congress will be a disap- 
pointment to farmers, though he him- 
self voted for the measure, Senator 
Harris said. He first voted for the 
export debenture bill, which would 
have been the only way agriculture 
would get any benefit comparable to a 
tariff, Senator Harris said. 

The tariff bill will tax the people 
of the United States more than any 
tariff bill in the history of the coun- 
try, and will be a tax 10 times as 
great as any relief coming from the 
farm relief bill; Senateur Harris de- 
clared. Senator Harris was author 
of an amendment to the farm relief 
bill which was adopted and which will 
provide a fine or imprisonment pen- 
alty for any agricultural department 
employe who predicts the price of cot- 
ton. The amendment is aimed at pre- 


venting such drops in the price of cof- 
ton as the $60,000,000 decline which 
occurred in one day because of a gov- 
ernment employe’s prediction. 

Senator Harris was author of a bill 
which provided for appointment of a 
committee to recommend an appro- 
priation for the study of the cause and 
cure of cancer. He was appointed as 
a member of the committee. 

“I am disappointed that Muscle 
Shoals was not considered at this ses- 
sion, for Muscle Shoals would mean 
more to farm relief than a dozen bills 
=r the one passed,” Senator Harris 
said.

Sugar Hike Endangers 
Agricultural Adherents’ 
Aims—Are Injurious to 
Entire Bill.

Washington, June 26.—To describe 
the attitude of manufacturers as a 
group toward the senate hearings on 
tariff revision entails many exceptions, 
of course. It is a.fact that there is a 
large group of manufacturers united 
chiefly for tariff purposes. 

Their principal spokesmen have ex- 
pressed their position since the sehate 
hearings began. Roughly, it was to 
the effect that in the house bil] they 
got many things they wanted, that 
they expect to keep those and that they 
hope to get more in the senate. 


A more careful statement, however 
would go further back. First of all’ 
manufacturers generally have no aux- 
lety about this devision such as thev 
have had during preceding ones. They 
know there is no possibility of this 
révision turning into a revision down- 
ward. Not even the most extreme 
western republican and hardly any 
democrat suggests that. | 

Senator Borah’s proposal went no 
further than to demand that the tariff 
on manufactures should remain where 
it now is, while agricultural products 
alone should be revised upward. Even 
if this Borah proposal had been adopt- 
ed, manufacturers generaHy would not 
have been greatly disturbed, except so 
far aS increases on raw materials 
raised on farms might have made 
compensatory raises necessary on the 
manufactures affected, Senator Borah 
was quite willing that such compen- 
satory raises should be given. 

Have No Fear. 

The net of this is that manufactur- 
ers have no fear of losing any protee- 
tion that they now have under the 
McCumber-Fordney tariff written in 
1922. This freedom from apprehen- 
sion makes a satisfied state of mind. 
An important consequence of it is that 
this tariff revision cannot cause inter- 
ruption of business activity. 

The discussion in congress could go 
on for a year without entailing any re- 
(luction in volume of business. If the 
discussion should end in no revision 
at all, which is within possibility, 
manufacturers would remain where 
they have been for seven years past 
under the McCumber-Fordney _ pill. 
That this condition would be quite 
satisfactory to business is sufficiently 
proved by the prosperity business has 
enjoyed during these seven years, 

The present tariff revision was not 
sought by manufacturers. If the initia- 
tive had been left to them there would 
have been no revision. The pending 
revision was brought about by farm 
leaders and in the interest of farmers. 
The idea. of revising some manufar- 
turing schedules arose as, so to speak, 
a postseript. j 

‘Lo what has heen said so far. there 
are some exceptions, A very limited 
number of businesses, chiefly textiles, 
make a tenable claim that they have 
not had adequate protection under the 
McCumber-Fordney law. Such busi- 
hesses are, of course, anxious that the 
pending revision give them adequate 
raises, 

The number of such industries is 
very small compared to industry as a 
whole, was tully intended that this 
limited number of businesses actually 
suffering from lack of enough protec- 
tion should be cared for as, so to 
speak, a supplementary incident of 
the revision of farm schedules. 

Rushed for Raises. 

To turn to the condition that arose 
after tariff revision got under way, 
there is no doubt that, at that time, 
whole sroups of manufacturers began 
a rush for raises. During the winter 
and spting, when the ways and means 
committee of the house was writing 
the bill, spokesmen for manufacturers 
made loud demands for a wholesale 
general revision taking in all manu- 
facturing schedules. 

To some extent this was the not 
unfamiliar spectacle of spokesmen 
trying to justify their positions by 
going further than the boldly of men 
they spoke fer would have gone 
themselves, To this rush, the lower 
house made a considerable number of 
concessions, That this was unfor- 
tunate is a view now held in many 
quarters, including some leaders of 
the house itself. 

In the meantime, due to popular 
agitation against the bill or what not. 
there is a perceptible abatement of 
the spirit of high-pitched imperative- 
ness with which spokesmen gave out 
public statements at and before the 
beginning of the session. In the 
meantime, also, two important groups 
of manufacturers have made _ them- 
selves exceptions to the general de- 
mand for raises in manufacturing 
schedules. 

Few In Number. 

One consists of some manufactur- 
ers, few in number. but important in 
position, who are flexible enough to 
take counsel from republican leaders. 
This type of manufacturer has been 
told that they are courting trouble 
by their insistence. To some degree 
this warning has been heeded. 

The other exception consists of 
manufacturers who are working af- 
firmatiyely and earnestly for modera- 
tion in the tariff. In the main they 
are manufacturers who do a clare 
export business. Typical among them 
and very powerful are the automo- 
bile manufacturers. They have learn- 
ed that if America writes an exces- 
sive tariff against imports from for- 
eign countries, some of those coun- 
tries may take retaliatory steps in- 
jurious to the sale of American goods 
abroad. This warning has been taken 
very seriously and some of the most 
important manufacturers in the coun- 
try are bringing pressure to bear in 
favor of moderation in the senate's 
tariff making. 

The battle of the sugar bow! has 
begun anew in the warm committee 
room of the senate finance commit- 
tee, which was crowded with repre- 
sentatives of various interests who 
are spending hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to advance campaigns for 
and against a tariff increase. 

Tell Old Story. 

One after another, witnesses, armed 
with figures, separated themselyes 
from the crowd and stood before the 
committee, beginning all over again a 
story that was written in minute de- 
tail into records of the house ways 
and means committee. 

Every industry that uses sugar in 
any form whatsoever, in addition to 
refiners and growers in this country.

In this connection it is not too 
much to say that one of the weightiest

mer Governor Declares. 


Milwaukee, June 26.—(7)—A new 
Attitude toward agriculture and the 
frank recognition of the facts as to 
the agricuitural situation is needed 
more than any one piece of legisla- 
tion to bring economic justice to the 
farmer, former Governor Frank 0. 
Lowden, of Illinois, told the thirteenth 
“annual convention of the Kiwanis 


_ International today. 


With the attainment of these ends, 
he held, ways to restore the proper 
balance between agriculture and in- 
dustry will present themselves. 

One way in which the ills of agri- 
culture may be remedied, Mr. Low- 
den said, is to change the present 
method of taxation. The farmer is 
being done a great injustice, he con- 
tended, by the existing methods inas- 
much as intangible property escapes 
direet taxation while farm land, al- 
ways tangible property, is made to 
bear the greatest burden of the cost 
of government. 

“While agriculture, business and 
the economist all agree to this theory, 
said the speaker, “I have heard of no 
chamber of commerce nor any other 
organization representing business 
lending its support to the equalization 
of this burden through a revision of 
the taxing laws.”

New York, June 26.—(/)—Strong 
rallying tendencies again developed in 
today’s stock market with the rail- 


road and public utility averages 
mounting to record high levels and the 
industrial average lifted to within. 5 
points of the peak established just 
prior to the May reaction. Trading 
showed a marked expansion in volume, 
the day's sales aggregating 4,029,740 
shares, as against a recent average 
turnover of around 3,000,000 shares. 

Credit conditions were unchanged, 
the call money rate holding steady at 
10 per cent. Withdrawal of funds by 
New York banks and large corpora- 
tions in preparation for mid-year set- 
tlements were offset by the increased 
volume of offerings from foreign and 
out-of-town banks. While bankers are 
reluctant to predict the course of the 
money market this week because of 
the many conflicting faetors involved, 
no repetition of the 2U per cent rate 
reached in March is anticipated al- 
though a flurry to 12 per cent would 
not be surprising. 

Wall Street looks for another large 
increase in federal reserve brokers’ 
loans tomorrow, due not only to the 
revival of bullish activity this week 
but to the increase in borrowings made 
necessary by the expiration of stock 
purchase “rights.” Buying operations 
today again centered in the high-grade 
industrials, rails and public utilities, 
but opinien was divided as to whether 
this represented an enlarged invest- 
ment demand or merely a manoeuver 
on the part of large operators to cen- 
ter their operations in those issues in 
order to revive speculative confidence 
in the general market. 

Eixcept the publication of another 
series of favorable’ earnings _ state- 
ments, particularly by the Class 1 
carriers, there were few developments 
in the day’s news to influence the 
price movement. Merger and stock 


split-up rumors, however, played an 
important part in the day's operations. 
Wall Street heard that United States

Steel common would be split up 
for 1 before the end of the year, that 


a similar split-up would take place 
in United Corporation, that the execu- 
tive committee of the Baldwin Leco- 
motive Company, would recommend a 
4 for 1 split-up in the common stock 
tomorrew and enlarge the capitaliza- 
tion further to permit the acquisition 
of new companies and that Wright 
and Cartiss would enter into a huge 
aviation consolidation. 

The market started off at a fairly 
brisk pace, several blocks of 5,000 
to 15,000 shares changing hands in 
the early trading, but heavy profit- 
taking Ceveloped in the late afternoon 
and cut down, or wiped out, many 
of the early gains.

One “of the interesting features of 
the session was the brisk demand for 
Pirelli Company, sponsored by the 
Morgan and National City interests.

RAINS AID FRUIT, 


GARDEN TRUCK, 
FLORIDA REPORTS 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 26.—)— 
Af. abundance of rainfall over thé 
state did much to benefit fruits and 


garden truck during the past week, 
but in some sections the heavy precipi- 
tation made land too wet for favor- 
able crop development, said the week- 
ly crop and weather report issued to- 
day by A. J. Mitchell, government 
meteorologist here. 

More than the norma] amount of 
rain fell over the greater part of the 
state, the repert stated, and in some 
sections the extess ranged as high as 
two inches. 

“Some lowlands are too wet, unfa- 
vorably affecting late corn, especiall ¥ 
in St. Jobns’ and adjacent counties, 
where some fields have ‘fired,’” the 
report said. “Cotton, too, on lowlands 
received too much rain. As yet, how- 
ever, there has been no serious come 
plaint, and all crops are doing well, 
Cotton is generally good, although the 
weather was favorable for weevil ac- 
tivity. 

“Harvesting of tobacco, planting of 
sweet potatoes and the shipping of 
melons continued during the week, 
while good progress was reported to 
have been made in preparing land for 
strawherries. 

“Continued showers particularly 
were benficial to fruits, especially 
papayas. Satsuma oranges have 
dropped considerably in the extreme 
west sections, but groves continue in 
good condition. Groves generally are 
free of old.fruit and truck fields are 
being cleaned of any crop that is 
soon Sie ga to the Mediterra- 
nean fruit flr.
